PM/DTCC  also  requests 
that  post  conduct  a site  visit  to  NR  Automotive  Company 
Limited  in  order  to  provide  the  Department  with  an  assessment 
of  its  business  operations  and  on-site  security.  Finally, 
post  is  asked  to  assess  whether  the  company  appears  to  be  a 
reliable  recipient  of  USML  items.  If  a site  visit  is  not 
possible,  please  inform  the  PM/DTCC  officer.

--Does  the  company  understand  the  restrictions  on  United 
States  Munitions  List  (USML)  items,  particularly  those  that 
prohibit  the  unauthorized  stockpiling  of  U.S.  defense

--Does  the  company  understand  the  ITAR  prohibitions  against 
the  unauthorized  re-transfer  and  re-export  of  USML  items?
